The parts of this wonderful racing 
car aro assembled at a factory in 
West Thirty-ninth street. There a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch saw them 
yesterday. 

The monster in repose does not seem 
one-tenth as horrific as it will appear 
when it goes careening over the 
earth at the rate of two and one-half 
miles a minute, Its compact elght- 
cylinder motor looks as suggestive of 
force as eight fat dynamite cartridges 
sitting in a row. here is no sliding 
gear a and the motor oan 
be throttled down tike a mere steam 
engine. a 

Notwithstanding the power of 250 
horses contained in the motor, it is 
not of great weight. The whole car, 
stripped for action, will weigh less 
than the 2240 pounds named by the 
Racing Committee as the utmost 
weight Iimit for automobiles in the 
Ormonde-Daytona races on Florida 
Beach. The engine weighs less than 
four pounds per horsepower. 

Francois Richard. @ young French 
engineer, associated with Mr. Vander- 
hilt in bullgz#*e the machine, says that 
the remarkable lightness of the en- 
gine is due to the levity of the cabu- 
retter. This bit of apparatus ts not 
much bigger than a man’s hand and 
weighs less than nine pounds. It is 
less than one-third as large as any 
other carburretter made. 

In France one year and a half would 
have been spent in building this ma- 
chine. This one has been made in 
less than three months. The Van- 
derbilt millions, of course, have
